There is no other harbour in China 
whorg battleships and ovean steamers can He so 
clows to'the shoro, ‘I he leas:d territory was sur- 
veyed in 1899 by u reconunissance parly of 
Royal Engineers and mapped on a‘acale’ of 
two inches to one mile, “I'he total area was 
fixed wt about 285 square’ miles, including: 
the island of Lin Kung. The sphore of 
influence comprising that. part of the province 
lying east of the meridian $21.45, along the ‘soiu 
shore, over. which the British Government holds 
cortain military rights, was surveyed on a écale 
of oue and n half inches to 9 milo, and ita area 
fixed at‘abont 1,505 square iuiles. 

Tho leased territory consists «f ranges. of 
rugged mountains and rocky hills up.to 1,500, 
ft. high, dividing the plains up into valleys and 
river beds, : 

The island of Liu Kung is barrea and nearly 

treeless. ‘f'he hillsides on the mainland “are 
either borren rock or planted with dwarf pine 
and serab oak trees.
